The Gleichen election is over and A. J. McArthur will represent Gleiehen in the Alberta Legislature 
for the balance of the term, having won on Monday over Mr. Riley hy a majority of 2.4 votes. 

This being a bye-clection it was nota very exciting one. ant the usual party interest taken in pro- 
vincial elections here was not manifested. The reason for this was that the clection was thought to have 
been brought on more as a family quarrel, and the few issues brought forward did not rouse the interests of 
the electors to any great extent. Many did not vote at all, while others who il exercise their privilege in 
this direction were not at all enthusiastic. Nevertheless, there were a good many who took a very active 
part and worked hard to clect the candidate they most admired. y

Same Distance from Europe as‘ 


Montreal, and One Thousand Miles ; 
Nearer Western Grain Fields— 
Navigation of Hudson Bay said to| 
be Safe as the St. Lawrence. 


Toronto.—The conditions and pron? 
lems of the Hudson bay were the sub- 
ject of an address before the Empire 
club by Mr. L. 8, Amery, formerly 
colonial editor of The London Times, 
who oeaiea gtthad Earl Grey on his 
trip through the North. Mr. Amery 
said in part:— t 

“Owing to the shape of the globe, 
the distance to the western shore of 


Hudson Bay from Europe is the 
same as to Montreal, about 3,000 
miles, In addition the shore is 


approximately 1,000 mi.es nearer the 
grain fields of the West. 

“T am persuaded the grain fields of 
the West will extend from 150 to 250 
miles north of the present northern 
belt. The difficulty in the way of 
building a railway to the bay is 
practically nil. The only practicable 
narbor is Fort Churchill, and al- 
though but three or four ships can 
now find a place within it, there is 
plenty of room for extension of the 
space. If a route could be charted 
into Nelson the harbor would offer 
superior facilities and would supply a 
better country about it. 

“For ordinary traffic Hudson straits 
are not open till the middle of July, 


November. avigation of Hudson 
Bay itself is just as safe as naviga- 
tion of the St. Lawrence. 

“Given proper Marconi 
and light houses, shipping could have 
practically four months open season 
to and from the bay, allowing a vessel 
to make three complete trips from 
England.”

iWork on Boundary Line Between 
Alaska and Canada is Nearing a 
Finish—Many Difficulties Encount- 
ered by Survey Parties—Contem- 
plate Use of Airships to Cover In- 
accessible Regions. 


Dawson.—A review of the surveying,

THE RABISCAW, 


Old-Time Indian Canoe Piayed a Big 
Part In History. 


The Rabiscaw, as the Indians called 
their old-time galleys of bark, iésbuilt 
like the ordinary bark canoe, save that 
the matesials used pre thicker and 
heavier and the up-curling prows are 
higher and turn back in a more pro- 
nounced roll. A traveler in the north 
May see the Abitibi brigade, where a 
few years age they were still in uae. 
Generally throughout the Hudson Bay 
Co. territory to-day they have been 
dis} sel Peterboros made of cedar 
or basswood, or by the batteaux made 
of boards, such as lumbermen ure 
“on the river’’—pointers, aa the On- 
tario side calls them. It is a privi- 
lege, however, to see some surviving 
specimens of the Rabiacaws still in 
use, for in boats like them Champlain 
journeyed up the Ottawa, and the ill- 
fated though glorious La Salle search. 
ed the Great Lakes for La Chine. And 
these were the graceful vessels that 
the fur companies, while the season 
cf navigation continued, kept coming 
and going on the North Chore. 

The Rabiscaws were measured and 
classed by the old nautical term of 
“fathoms.” Five-and-a-half fathom 
canoes measured nearly five feet 
across amidships, and standing in the 
‘tern the steersman appears thigh- 
deep between the curving gunwalea 
The bark used in these Abitibi canoes 
seemed to be of particular thickness, 
and surprisingly free from irregulari- 
ties and. blemishes, but when it is 
considered that half a dozen or more 
men and over three tons of freight 
were flonted 1n them on great open 
| lakes and rocky, rushing waters, the 
thickness of the birch bark walla 
might seem the reverse of reassuring. 

The Hudson Bay Co. used to kee 
an expert canoe-builder at its princ 

| poste, whose business was to do 
ittle or nothing else than build these 
great Rabiscaws. The old man who 
built the Abitibi canoes, familiar but 
a short time age to those who visited 
the Temiscamingue and the Ottawa 
Quinze died a few years ago. He wa< 
probably the laat of hia profession. 

An ordinary bark canoe is sewn 
with split spruce root, called Wata 
It is lined with thin cedar sheathing 
little thicker than basket-splint, ani 
ribbed with birch slats about three 
eighths of an inch thick and three or 
four inches wide. The natural apriox 
of these ribs bows the bark out to 
the proper shape. ° 

In Abitibi, the canoe builder had his 
own workshop, an open shed with a 
special bench fitted to receive the long 
sewn sheets of bark and hold them in 
the loose form of a boat while the ribs 
and splints were placed. He built 
canoes as large aa six fathoms—which 
is big enough considering that men 
must carry them on long portage 
patha, beside some of which the most 
ambitiously evil:side-road in an or- 
ganized..or disorganized townshi) 
woul ! seem childish and pitiful.

The sailine of the firat teetotal war- 
ship from Portsmouth, the training 
ship of the embryo Canadian navy, 
reminds one that in Nelsnn’s dav 
the nocn allowance of grog was one 
gill of pure navy rum mixed with 
three gills of water. The supner al- 
lowence was issued in the same pro- 
portions. 

A gill was not enough to turn an 
old seaman’s head, but by saving un 
the gill till supper and adding to it 
the second gill, with anv third gill 
purchased or acquired from a_ship- 
mate, the oldest sailor found it ne 
sible to believe himself an ‘admiral. 
Often enough at this stage he found 
it difficult to lie on the deck without 
holding on. 

The allowance of grog was certain- 
ly too large, but sailors preferred to 
be flogged at the gangway rather 
than waste the good Nquor. “In hot 
climates,” says Captain Hall, “I 
really do not think it an exaggeration 
to say that one-third of every ship's 
company were more or leas intoxicat- 
ed, or at least muddled and half- 
stupefied, every evening.”

THE SUNDAY ‘GHOOL 


LESSON I!.—FOURTH QUARTER, 


FOR OCT. 9, 1910 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxv, 14-80. 
Memory Verse, 29—Golden Text, 
Matt. xxv, 21—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This lesson, like the last one, is 
found only in Matthew, but a little 
earlier in these last anys of His earth. 
ly ministry, about the time that He 
brought sulvetion to the house of 
Zaccheus, He spake a parable because 
He was nigh to Jerusalem and _ be- 
cause they thought that the kingdom 
of God should immediately appear 
(Luke xix, 11). These two parables 
cover the same period of time and 
teach virtually the same truths; they 
cover the time of the nobleman’s ab- 
sence in a far country to receive for 
himself a kingdom and’ to return, and 
during his absence the servants are 
expected to make diligent use of the 

ounds or talents with which they 
1ave been intrusted that they may 
give an account of their stewardship 
at his return. “Occupy till 1 come” 
is the word to every servant (Luke 
xix, 14). .As both John and Jesus 
and the twelve and the seventy had 
ull preached that the kingdom was at 
hand they were all papery it, not 
understanding that, Messiah being re- 
jected by the nation and the rulers 
having determined to kill Him, the 
kingdom must wait till His return 
and the age of “the mystery of the 
kingdom” run it course. These par- 
abies tell of service in this present 
age and bring before us another phase 
of the readiness to meet Him at His 
coming. The redemption clothing, 
His righteousness, makes us fit and 
ready to meet Him at any time (Col. 
i, 12-14), but we are redeemed in order 
to serve Him, and for this service 
there will be rewards, and it is His 
desire that we should receive a full 
reward and not be ashamed. before 
Him at His coming (II. John viii; 
I, John ii, 28; Rev. xxii. 12). 

In the one parable each servant re- 
ceives a pound; in the other. each re- 
ceives talents according to his ability. 
Every believer without exception re- 
ceives the Holy Spirit in some meas- 
ure, but the special gifts of the Spirit - 
are given to every one severally as 
He will (I. Cor. xii, 4-11, 18).

In 
the parable of the talents, the ser- 
vants say, “I have gained five talents 
more,” or “I have gained two tal- 
ents.” To each of these the commen- 
dation was just the same, for each 
had been equally given them. ‘Well 
done, good and faithful servant; thou 
hast been faithful over few things; 
I will make thee ruler over many 
things. Enter thou into the joy of 
thy Lord” (verses 21, 23). Note again 
that it is faithfulness, not success,, 
that is commended. Compare xxiv, 
45. There is here also the thought of 
ruling, but what the joy of the Lord 
can mean who can toll? We cannot 
even imagine much about either. It 
will all be far beyond our utmost 
thought. It will be His -exceeding 
abundantly above all we can ask or 
think. Listen to His prayer, ‘‘Father,- ° 
I will that they also whom Thou hast 
given Me be with Me where I .am, 
that they may behold My glory which 
Thou hast given Me’ (John xvii, 24), 
And not only behold, but share His 
glory, for He said (verse 22). “The 
glory which Thou gavest Me I have 
given them, that they may be one 
even as we are one.” e 

Note that it was the pound that 
gained the pounds, while the other 
said “I have gained other talents.” 
Both are correct, for while we work 
it is God working in us. We have 
both in I Cor, xv. 10, “I labor more 
abundantly than them all, yet not I, 
but the grace of God which was with 
Me.” It is evident that the unfaith- 
ful servant wos a mere professor and 
knew not the Lord. Imagine a Chris. 
tian saying to the Lord, “I know. that 
Thou ert an hard men” (2), or, “I 
feared Thee because Thou art. an aus- 
tere man” (Luke xix, 21). His doom 
shows that he was never a true serv- 
ant, for no true child of God can per- 
ish (John ii, 16; x, 28). As to: the 
phrase or saying: “From him_ that 
hath not shall be taken away even 
that which he hath” (verse 29), it is 
explained by Luke vii, 18.

After Long Dispute. 


After ten years’ delay, oben 
chiefly in wrangling between the Par- 
iamentary representatives and the 
press of Melbourne and Sydney, 
which cities were rival claimants 
the distinction of being the new seat 
of Government, the “neutral” site 
at Yass-Canberra has now been sur- 
veyed and the hoped-for great city of 
the future mapped out. 

Presently the Government will ad- 
vertise for designs for the Parliament 
buildings.

now under consideration. 
Yass-Canberra is

Critics of the transference of the 
seat of Government to Yass-Canberra 
are calling it the “Bush Capital” or 
the “City of the Wilderness.” The 
Parliamentary “hub” of the Com- 
monwealth will be no less than 900 
square miles in extent. At present 
the district has only a sparse and 
scattered pupulation of farmers, fruit 
growers and dairymen. 

As it is so fur distant from any 
large city, dwelling places for the 
members of the Senate and House of 
Representatives will be erected. 

he governor will occupy an im- 
pressive looking building. Other sug- 
gestions now under consideration in- 
clude the construction in the heart of 
the city of a vast lake which, while 
yt a good water supply, would 

e an ornamentul feature. 

Meanwhile, the selection of a suit- 
able name is engaging the attention 
of the Government. The prevalent 
idea appears to be that the new city 
should be named in honor of some 
man who has worked hard to advance 
the interests of Australia, 

Parkes, after the late Sir Henry 
Parkes, is one suggestion. Barton, 
in honor of the first Prime Minister 
of the Commonwealth, is another. 
Deakin, in recognition of the great 
services of the present leader of the 


Opposition, who has been Prime 
Minister several times, finds much 
| favor, as does also Hopetoun, after 


the first governor-general. Oceana is 
the latest suggestion, but there is 
little hope for it.

The Conservation F National Resources 


The general public ies) dontrontad at Caves ib every turn with some‘indication 
of popular feeling toward the advantages to be derived not only in the 
immediate future but in the generations to come, by the careful guarding 
of the natural wealth which nature has spread 80 lavishly over the world. 
Governments are spending large sums of money to insure minera? and 
timber resources for the future. 

A little problem in arithmetic might throw considerable light on 
the value of thework of dealing with prospective criminals during their 
days of childhood. The average working man has an earning capacity 
of 8600 per year. He gives to the world twenty years of service which 
means that he accumulates in a lifetime the sum of $12,000. The man 
of a little \higher grade with a little more education is worth at least 
$1000 un year to the'state. His term of working capacity;is twenty-five 
years which means that he adds $25,000 to the assets of the world in his 
lifetime. It is estimated that it costs $10,000 to convict and take caro of 
an habitual criminal yin o life of twonty years of crime. This means 
that the state has ‘lost the value of the man’s labor to the extent. of 
$25,000. The habiual criminal is a man whose mental make-up is 
capable, asa ‘rule, of taking a fair standing in matters requiring educa- 
tion. The state not only loses his producing capacity but invests 
$10,000 to prevent him from doing harm to and destroying the property 
of all harmlcas indiduals. 

The cost of saving a child to citizenship in many cases does not 
exceed the sum of five or ten dollars. This includes the locating of the 
child in a foster home and his removal from the conditions of cruelty or 
neglect? wherein he would grow-up to be a criminal or an individual 
with a non-producing capacity. Children in foster homes are so placed 
that they “mustof a‘necessity follow the’example which is set in that 
environment. 

The money saving to the state is apparent to anyone who gives the 
matter a moment’s thought. A great deal of credit is given to the man 
who evolves a system ‘or a scheme whereby $10,000 wofth of lumber or 
mineral resources are saved to the stute.. The children of the nation are 
as a rule looked upon as a commodity without commercial value, and 
the tendency is to leave them in conditions of neglect and abuse until 
such time as they have reached the place where they have become so 
saturated in crime and debauchery that it is impossible to rescue them,

Those preached to were not human 
beings, but spirit beings—not men, 
but angels. This is clearly stated in 


verse 20, which tells us when these 
angels. were imprisoned and why. 
They were imprisoned in the days of 
‘Noah at the tinie of the flood. They 
. were imprisoned for disobedience. So 
we read (verse 19), ‘He preached un. 
to spirits in prison, which sometime 
‘were disobedient, when once the long 
suffering of God waited in the days of 
Noah, while the ark was a preparing.’ 
Turning back to the Genesis account 
of that time we find quite a complete 
record or history of these disobedient 
spirits, in the Sixth Chapter, verses 
- Some time after father Adam’s dis- 
obedience and his expulsion from 
Eden—the holy angels were permitted 
to visit humanity with a view to as- 
sisting ‘men back to harmony with 
God. This doubtless was permitted 
for two reasons: First, had such an 
opportunity not been furnished, the 
angels might in the conclusion of 
God’s great Plan, have been inclined 
to say.. Yes, God accomplished hunian 
salvation, but in a very roundaboui 
way and at very great cost and trou 
ble. Had he given us an opportunity 
to mingle with humanity we might

God wished to forestall any such 
misunderstanding of the wisdom of 
the Plan which he had arranged and 
would, in due time, work out; se- 
condly, the angels themselves never 
had come in contact with sin of any 
kind.

and his tamily were the only members 
of Adam’s race in all the earth who 
were not miore or less contaminated by 
those angels. How wide must have 
been that influence when we read as 
an exceptional matter, “Now Noah 
(and his family) was perfect in his 
eneration” — the disobedient angeis 
had nothing whatever to do with gen 
erating them. 

While the angels preferred to live az 
men in human bodies, they would not 
be overwhelmed like humanity in the 
flood, but merely dissolve, by demate- 
rialization, their human bodies and 
be, as originally, spirit beings. Satan 
was the first sinner against the Divine 
government, in his endeavor to set up 
a separate empire and to have humau- 
ity for his suyjects. Although God had 
full power to destroy Satan and the 
other disobedient angels, he has not 
exercised that power. Instead he mere 
ly isolated them from himself and the 
holy angels and imprisoned them, in 
the sense that he no longer permitted 
them to materialize, either as a ser 
pent or as humanity, for the tempting 
and injury of our race.

respecting these angels who sinned. 
He says (II. Peter ii, 4), ‘God spared 
not the angels that sinned, but cast 
them down to hell, and delivered then, 
into chains of darkness, to be reserveu 
unto judgment.’’ The word tartaru: 
here rendered “hell” in our Commor, 
Version, is found nowhere else in the 
Bible. It refers to our earth’s atmos 
phere and to the fact that those fallen 
angels, called demons or devils, are 
“the power of the air.” And Satan 
who was originally an angel of mucl: 
higher rank and nature, is thei: 
Prince. “The Prince of the power oi 
the air,” the Prince of demons. They 
are ‘‘cast down” in the sense of being 
treated ignominiously. They are “iu 
chains of darkness,”’ not in chains of 
iron. They can still go and come and 
be sources of temptation to humanity 
who are in a sinful attitude of mind. 
They are restrained in chains of dark- 
ness in the sense that whatever they 
do must be done in the dark—unti! 
their judgment time at the Great Da) 


—at the inning of Messiah’s thou 
sand-year day of the reign of right 
eousness, 


Turn to St. Jude’s Epistle. Ther 
we read (verse 6), “‘The angels whicl 


kept not their first estate, hut left 
their own habitat at he hath. reserve: 


in age lasting chains, under darkness 
unto the Judgment of the Great Day. ' 
Their first estate in which they were 
created was the spirit or angelic con 
dition. They left their own proper con 
dition of living and nature, in viola- 
tion of the Divine will, that they might 
live on a lower plane—live in sin; for 
the oe ke are sexless, though always 
referred to as masculine. And our 
Lord declares that those begotten ot 
the holy Spirit, who during this age 


dead, the “First Resurrection,” will 
be “like unto the angels’’ in severul 
respects—one of these being that they 
will neither marry nor be ‘given in 
marriage, but be without sexual di» 
tinction. 


In harmony with this note how 
in absolute darkness or in a very faint 
light.

be able to materialize in broad day 
light and go about amongst humanity 
as members of the race. We do not 
uestion the power of God to restrain 
these fallen angels, these demons- 
his power to restrain them from ma 
terialing and thus doing great harm 
in the world, Nevertheless, we won- 
der if they will not be permitted by 
God to find some greater powers of 
materialization, contrary to the D:vine 
decree, that their course in this mat- 
ter may more particularly manifest te 
what extent, some of them have chang 
ed and reformed and desire to be 
obedient, for instance, while others 
are still as opposed to God and right- 
eousness as ever. There is room foi 
this understanding in the statement 
of the Apostle that the chains of dark- 
ness were to control them until the 
Great Day—-not necessarily into that 
day—perhaps at its very beginning 
they may be permitted to gain certain 
liberties and do a certain amount of 
injury to humanity, to all who are 
not attentive to the Word of God, and 
who, therefore, will not know who 
these spirita are—that they are the 
fallen angels, the demons of the Bible. 

These are the terms used in the 
Scriptuges in describing .the fallen 
angels, who from earliest days have 
attempted to deceive humanity— 
I as human 
‘beings who have died and who desire 
to communicate with their friends. 
And they attempt to do so through 
spirit. mediums. This is their prac- 
‘tice from of old. Their endeavor ia 
to breuk down the human will and to 
more und more control it. The height 
of their ambition and success is to 
fully dominate the human will,. so 
that they may use the human body 
as their, own flesh, as when they had 
power to muterialize, Those who 
come fully under their control be- 
come demented, often several spirits 
gaining possession of the one person- 
ality, and attempting to use the same 
brains snd body. It is estimated 
that one-half of all who are in insane 
asylums are merely victims of spirit- 
obsession, The great remedy against 
all this is the Truth of God’s Word, 
Those who accept that cannot be de- 
ceived. But the masses of mankind 
are being deceived, The Scripture 
teaching is that when’ a man is dead 
he knows not anything, and will

There are no human spirits to be 
preached to. Human beings are not 
spirit beings. The dead of humanity 
who have never heard of “the only 
name given under heaven or amongst 
men whereby we must be saved" will 
hear that name in God's due time— 
in the resurrection—during the thous- 
and years of Messiah's reign when 
he, ae the true Light, shall lighten 
every man that cometh into the 
world” (John i, 9). 

But if Jesus died and in death 
knew not anything, how could he 
preach to the fallen angels? We an- 
swer that it is a common expression 
that “actions speak louder than 
words,”” The great actions or facts 
connected with our Lord’s death and 
resurrection constituted a most won- 
derful sermon to the fallen angels. 
As they beheld the Redeemer's faith- 
fulness to God, even unto death, even 
the death of the cross, and as they 
then beheld God's faithfulness to 
him in raising him from the dead to 
the highest nature—the divine nature 

su: ADOVe angels and principal). 
ties and powers and every name that 
is named '—all this constituted u 
most wonderful sermon of love and 
loyalty, faith and obedience, ete, 
The sermon to them meant, How 
serious was our mistake in being dis- 
obedient to God in any particular. 
It meant also, May not God, who has 
thus gone to so much trouble for the 
redemption of fallen men, have in 
his heart also a place of mercy for 
us, should we repent? The Apostle 
intimates that these angels, with the 
exception of Satan, are yet to have 
a testing or trial, for he assures the 
Church that God purposes that we, 
as the Bride of Christ, shall not only 
be entrusted with the work of judg- 
ing or giving trial to the world of 
mankind during the Millennium, but 
also that we shall judge angels—not 
the holy angels, for, of course, they 
need no judging on our part—but the 
fallen angels (I. Cor. vi, 3). 

Quite possibly the hopes inspired 
by that great sermon preached by 
our Lord's resurrection to the spirit 
beings led some of those fallen angels 
to repentance. If so we muy sur/,ose 
that during the eighteen cen‘uries 
since, they have suffered severely at 
the hands of the rebellious angels, 
who would be aroused to animosity 
by their reform. 

The Scriptures seem to imply that 
“fallen angels,"’ “wicked  spirits,”’ 
“lying spirits,’ ‘‘demons,” will have 
much to do with bringing about the 
great ‘“‘time of trouble’ with which 
this Gospel. Age will end, before the 
complete inauguration. of Messiah's 
Empire and the binding of Satan 
(Revelation xx, 4). The intimation 
is that the trouble -here will)" ort 
and sharp, a8 in the days of Noah. 
The declaration of the Apostle. that 
these evil spirits will be in chains of 
darkness until the Judgment of the 
Great Day leaves room for the infer- 
ence that when the Judgment of the 
Great Day begins, the chains of dark- 
ness will be broken, If, therefore, we 
have the right understanding of this 
matter great events are near at hand. 
Spirit mediums are already declaring 
that the apirits tell them that they 
will scon be able to materialize in 
broad daylight.- With the power to 
counterfeit and personate humanity 
what may this not mean in the wa 
of deception mentioned by our Lord, 
who declares that it will be so strong 
that it would deceive even the ‘very 
elect’’ were they not specially pro- 
tected and guided. 

We remind you also of the grent 
stride which Spiritism, Occultism 
and Psychic Science have made with- 
in the last few years. These now 
number amongst their friends and 
advocates some of the brightest 
scientific minds. One of these, Prof. 
James, of Harvard College, ae 
before dying, declared that he would 
speedily communicate with his 
friends. Already the newspapers tell 
us that he has begun to communi- 
cate, but the mediums claim that he 
has difficulty in operating through 
them, because of the great force and 
power of his intellect and that they 
must gradually become able to act as 
his mediums, From the Bible stand- 
point all this is a fraud—a deception 
—but not on the part of the mediums 
who are themselves deceived, but on 
the part of the fallen angels, who are 
thus tricking humanity.

and that of Ph.D. from Breslau. Uni- 
versity in 1873. From 1866 to 1872 he 
was professor of natural science at Al- 
bion College, Michigan, and was also 
for a year professor of science at 
Adrian College in the same state. In 
1875 he was apbethied professor of 
science at Victoria University, On- 
tario, where he remained until 1889, 
and while there he was dean of the 
faculty of science and was instrumen 
tal in establishing Faraday Hall. In 
1889 he went to Syracuse University 
and the erection of a hall of physivs 
there was rcaely due to his efforts. 
In 1891 he was chosen superintendent 
eof mines for Canada by Hon. Clifford 
Sifton and one of his first duties was 
the establishment and equipment of 
an assay office at Vancouver which 
was accomplished by him in the phe- 
nomenal space of three and one-hali 
weeks. This assay office is perhapy 
one of the best equipped places of 
the kind on the American continent. 

Few persons, however, know the ef 
forts that were required to obtain the 
appliances within the limited time 
allowed, Dr. Haanel is a man of tine 
intellect and genial manners. He ‘3 
thoroughly conversant with the latest 
developments and discoveries in mod- 
ern science and his work for Canada 
will be of incalculable benefit to the 
country.

Shrine Is Now One of the Best Known} 
In the World. 


The Papal Legate, Cardinal Vannu-|;

‘oneress, spent a day at the shrine 
of “The Good Sainte Anne de Beau- 
pre,” situated twenty miles down the 
northern shure of the mighty St. Law- 
tence from Quebec. The distance is 
readily covered in forty minutes by) 
an excellent trolley road, which, nine 
miles enst of the quaint Canadian 
city, passes directly in front of the 
Falls of Montmorency, famous in 
song and story, but especially rever- 
ed by Englishmen as the scene of 
Wolfe's unfortunate attack upon the 
French-Canadians intrenched upon} 
the. heights from which the little: 
stream plunger, 

Ste. Anne is to-day one of the best: 
known shrines in the Christian world,; 
Lourdes only commanding greater; 
reverence. The parish  church,! 
which, if memory serves, is a small; 
white frame structure, was raised by 
the Pcpe thirtv-eight yeara ago to a) 
shrine -f the first order, If records’ 
are of any value some marvellous: 
cures have been effected by the bleas-: 
ed relics cf the saint. The Quebee,: 
Montmorency and Charlevoi Railway 
daily carries thousands of devout pil- | 
grims and an almost equal number 
of tourists to the shrine. Many pil- 
grime, as a matter of penance rather 
than economy (for the round trip 
costs only 86 cents), make the jour- 
ney on foot. I suppose their reason 
ia the game that induces most Chris- 
tian tourists to Jerusalem to leave 
their carriages at the Jaffu gate and 
to enter the Holy City afoot. as the 
Saviour ia reported to have done. ; 

On the occasion of my visit to the 
shrine of Ste. Anne a few years ago 
I noticed many pilgrims leaving the’ 
curs upon crutches. Whether they 
left behind these aids to the afflicted 
when they departed I did not notice; 
but in the rear hallway of the little: 
church were stacked enough crutches | 
and canes to equip a hospital. 1 was, 
ussured by a saintly woman, belong:' 
ing to one of the orders, that she had. 
personally known of blind people 
having their sight restored; but she: 
was candid enough to explain that: 
such a miracle could only occur when 
the eve remained and sight had been 
destroyed by cataract or other ail- 
ment. Where the eye had been re 
moved from its socket the holy relic 
was impotent. I have no criticism of:

WAS WITH DYING KING 


BISHOP OF LONDON A GREAT 
FRIEND OF EDWARD VII. 


Rev. Arthur Winnington-Ingram Is 
One of the Slum-Working Bishops 
of the Anglican Church, and Has 
Labored For Years In Jungles of 
Metropolis — Is Also a Brilliant 
Scholar and Theologian. 


Canada has had the pleasure within 
the last few weeks of a visit from one 
of Britain’s foremost clergymen and 
a pillar of the Anglican Church in the 
rson of the Very Rey. Arthur Foley 
innington-Ingram, Bishop of Loa- 
don. 

Canadian clerics’ and laymen who 
were at Halifax have returned waru 
in their praises of his lordship of Lon-

don, and say that a man of so great 
povet and ability has rarely set his 
‘oot upon Canadian shores. 
Winnington-Ingram has for years 
been a slum worker and now at the 
head of a diocese that contains more 
of the “submerged” than any other 
in the world he is the authority in the 
church on the problem of carrying 
Christianity into the crowded places. 
He is fifty-two years of age, and a 
bachelor. He has always been a bril- 
liant scholar and his many books %es- 
tify to his profundity as a theologian. 
‘The Bishop of London enjoys a dis- 
tinction, sad enough after all, among 
English clergymen. It was he who sat 
at the bedside of the dying King Ed- 
ward and administered the last solace 
of religion. He was always a favorite 
of his late Majesty, and there was no 
resentment felt when he was called up- 
on to act as spiritual counsellor at 
the royal deathbed. 
Victim of Much Abuse. 
It was as Minister of Agriculture, 
in 1895, that Mr. Walter Long, M.P., 
in the British House of Commons, 
whose illness has been causing so 
much anxiety amongst his friends 
and admirers, determined to stamp 
out rabies by the muzzling order. 
Volumes of abuse were hurled at him 
by pseudo dog-lovers. But Mr. Long 
stood his ground, and had the satis- 
faction of saving thousands of dogs 
from the agony which rabies entails, 
and possibly hundreds of people from 
that terrible disease—hydrophobia. A 
keen sportsman as well as politician, 
Mr. Long delights in nothing so much 
as a bout with the gloves, a game of 
cricket—he represented Harrow at 
both ‘cricket and football—or a day 
with the hounds.

Efforts to Save Church. 


The historic Church of St. George, 
at Esher, Eng., which has been closed 
for public worship for hal‘ a century, 
is in such a bad state of repair that 
unless it is restored at once it will 
inevitably go to ruin. Built in the 
time of Henry VIII., it has a great 
many royal and historical associations. 
It was attended by Queen Victoria, 
Princess Charlotte, the firat Duke of 
Newcastle and his brother, Henr' 
Pelham, the leaders of the - well- 
known Pelham ministry; Edward 
Gibbon, the historian; Jane and Anne 
Maria Porter, the novelists, and many 
other persons of interest, It has also 
associations with Sir Francis Drake, 
who is said to have presented one of 
the bells. The late King Edward 
showed considerable personal interest 
in the building, and was a large sub- 
scriber to the funds. 


Britain's Oldest Soldier. 

The oldest soldier in the British 
army has retired with the remarkable 
record of over half a century with 
the colors. He is Drummer Richard 
Hogan, a gray-haired veteran of the 
York and Lancaster Regiment, wh»?

M. Bollinger Made 
No Failure 


The other day a reporter took a 
stroll over to M. Bollinger’s farm, a 
distance of about a mile northeast 
of town, It has been said that 
Mr. Bollinger was one of the men 
who could not irrigate just at the 
moment he wanted to, and it was 
also rumored at one time he would 
have no crop to amount to any- 
thing. Therefore, it was a little 
surprising to find that Mr. and Mrs. 
Bollinger and their two little ones 
appeared as happy as anyone coulil 
possibly appear, And more sur- 
prising tu learn that they were quite 
proud of. their crops this year. 
Indeed, were quite anxious thatour 
kodak should. ‘shoot’? a few of 
their fields, The next surprise way 
when Mr. Bollinger said his fields 
were too large to walk over and he 
would “hitch up to his “buggy.’’ 
While he was “hitching”? a stroll 
was taken through his garden, but 
he complained he had little time 
for gardening this year. — Still we 
discovered over two acres of as nive 
mealy potatoes as can be found 
anywhere. Then there were many 
long rows of fine big onions, a good 
patch of big red beets, plenty of 
good sized cabbages and sume mon- 
ster turnips, also indications of a 
good crop of currants and rasp- 
berries, 

Leaving the garden, a short drive 
brought us to a field of spring 
wheat about 10 acres in size, that 
was good to look upon. The grain 
was all in stuokes, and the sheaves 
exceptionally heavy. ‘The kodak 
shot several views of this field and 
then turned on to.a fine big green 
field of alfalfa which had been cut 
once this season, The field of! 
wheat has borne four successful: 
crops in succession, but, of course, | 
were in rotation of oats, barley, 
potatoes and wheat. Further on 
we came to another field of spring 
wheat containing 60 acres. Then 
we crossed many acres of summer 
fallow and saw 40 acre of oats,
